A remarkable outpouring of friends 
from many parts of the southland, 
together with many written expres- 
sions to the family, followed the 
death of Mrs. Sarah Jane Hewitt last 
Wednesday at the Mission Rest Home 
in Los Angeles, in her ninety-fourth 
year. She was the grandmother of 
Mrs. Wells C. Merwin of 426 College 
street, Covina, and had lived here 
for many years. 


Unusual interest in the life and 


passing of this venerable women was 
created through the fact that she 
was believed to be the last surviv- 
ing member of a covered-wagon 
train that joined the ill-fated Donner 
party on its trek to the California 
gold fields. The Donner party push- 
ed on from a point in New Mexico 
in 1846, in spite of warning from 
mountaineers that they were faced 
with being snowed in, while the 
Matthews party, headed by Mrs 
Hewitt's father, heeded the warning, 
remained in the valley that fall, and 
escaped the fate that wiped out the 
Donner followers by exposure and 
starvation.

New Bank Robbery 


Law More Drastic 


Banks in the Covina area, as well 


as thruout the United States, are 
appreciative of new legislation, ap- 
proved May 18 of this year by con- 
gress, 
which 
greatly 
strengthens 


penalties in cases of conviction for 
bank 
robbery, 
defalcations 
and 


breach of trust. 


A fine of $5000 or imprisonment 


for not more than twenty years, or 
both the fine and the imprisonment, 
may be pronounced in the above 
cases, and the law provides much 
more severe penalties where weap- 
ons are used, or where threats are 
made with weapons. The new law is 
expected to strengthen the hand of 
prosecuting officers in all cases of 
bank robbery.

enough to go around. It does not take a 
gigantic intellectual effort to go one step 
further and demand economic security for 
all.

If I were a politician, I should con- 
sider today none too soon to begin orienting 
my activities in this.direction.

Three New Timbers— 


Three Jiew heavy timbers have been hewj 


and placed beneath the country's economi| 
structure by congress. They are: the banking 
act of 1933; the securities act, and tlxe stock 
control measure. 


These measures are aimed to take away 


from special privilege the powers they held 
to manipulate money and property values to 
the general detriment of the investing public. 
They are aimed also to protect, .jtock and in- 
vestment concerns from their own acts. 


The vandalism perpetrated by the stock 


exchanges in unregulated control of the life- 
blood of the nation resulted .in almost irre- 
parable damage to investment bankers and 
stock-selling concerns themselves. They, like 
Samson, have pulled down the roof on their 
own heads. 


The new legislation has great promise for 


the future. It does not enthrone honesty in 
the place of intrigue and betrayal. But so 
far as regulatory measures can go under our 
present financial system, they will work for 
better, fairer conditions, and will give a 
chance, a Chinaman's chance at least, to the 
public to get something like a square deal 
out of investments. 


Orange Prices Up— 


It was said at one time by General Han- 


cock that the tariff is a local issue. Prosper- 
ity, by the same token, is a local issue. Co- 
vina Valencia oranges are selling this week 
at $5.50 to S5.85 per box in eastern markets, 
the highest price for several years.

Financial Espionage— 


Hunting for something optimistic to play 


up in the newspapers, the wire services made 
much of Baron Maurice de Rothschild's state- 
ment this week that: "America is safe— 
America is sound—it is the most financially 
sound country in the world today." 


Baron Rothschild is a fabulously rich man, 


a senator of France, and well thought of in 
all financial circles. What he declared to be 
true may be true, but can we conceive of his 
visiting this country and declaring that we are 
on the road to ruin, and that our government 
was soon to slip into the dark morass of revo- 
lution? 


He praised President Roosevelt—called him 


the greatest American since Washington and 
Lincoln—and this may be true. Time must be 
the arbiter. But what would have happened 
if he had damned Roosevelt? Supposing he 
had called him some of the names that we 
hear certain American patriots call him occa- 
sionally—especially the stock exchange group 
in Wall Street? 


What we would like to know is just what 


he will report to the sacred inner circle of 
French financiers when he gets back? The 
funny thing about these visits of great finan- 
ciers is that they are espionage visits. They 
are spies sent out to discover our financial 
weakness, and to put their information to 
good account in over-turning our financial 
apple-barrel at the first opportunity. 


This seems to be blandly legitimate, but 


this country, and all others, will arrest some 
unimportant alien for taking a picture of a 
defense gun that has been photographed a 
million times by every snapshotting tourist 
in the country. 


Charging Us Interest on 
Our Own Money— 


If it is a hound dog, a bull dog, a chow dog 


or a lap dog, it is nevertheless and at all times 
a dog, and inflation is inflation, whether it is 
done by bankers in issuing deposit currency 
by the check system; by the federal reserve 
bank thru more lenient collateral terms; by 
the government in devaluating the gold con- 
tent of the dollar: by the issuance of printing 
press money; or the floating of bonds bearing 
interest. 


If you ask a man whether he likes dogs, he 


may be the very man who will answer unre- 
servedly and declare that he likes dogs of 
every color and kind, but, 011 the other hand, 
he may say that he likes chow dogs or collie 
dogs, and nn othpr kind of dogs. 


Inflation, by any means whatsoever, is noth- 


ing but the pouring of more of the circulating 
medium into the channels of trade. This 
writer has found twenty-three different meth- 
ods of inflation, if various economists and 
bankers can be believed. The poorest form 
of inflation is that which President Roosevelt 
is practicing at the present time—that of issu- 
ing government bonds upon which the people 
must pay interest to bankers. 


There is no reason whatever why the gov- 


ernment should hesitate to issue its own 
money minus the payment of any interest— 
no reason whatever excepting the 
most 


powerful one, which is the tremendous power 
of the banking fraternity to maintain its sys- 
tem in the face of obvious injury to the 
country. 


Senator Tom Reed said many years ago 


that there were five great reasons why this 
country had not adopted the parcels post 
system up to that time, and then he named 
the five great express companies. 


In all the history of money, with the woes 


it has brought upon every civilization, there- 
is nothing so cruel, so absurd and so stultify- 
ing to business and prosperity as this system 
of governments paying interest on their own 
money, and guaranteeing the payment of 
principal and interest with the assets of all 
the people. 


There never was any security for govern- 


ment money except that security found in 
what all of us own. Then why does the gov- 
ernment feel obliged to go to private concerns, 
beg (hem to give (he government credit, and 
pay them interest on the money and credit 
of the people? If Senator Tom Reed were 
here he could tell us. 


Shall 


There have been a number of articles and 


editorials going the rounds of recent months, 
ringing all the various changes on the old 
Bible mandate that he who eats must work. 


The Bible, and all literature, is filled with 


allusions to the necessity for industry in order 
to share in the good things of life. Captain 
John Smith laid down the law to the early 
New England patriots of the Plymouth colony: 
"They that won't work shan't eat." Solomon 
had something to say in contempt of the slug- 
gard, and about the woman who "looketh to 
the ways of her household and eateth not the 
bread of idleness." The curse of Adam, so- 
called, is that "in the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread." 


But these axioms are all based on the age 


of scarcity of food and abundance of labor. 
In'the past twenty-five years the conditions 
have been completely reversed in the most 
civilized and most aggressive countries. If 
the curse of old Adam should be laid in ac- 
tuality upon the people of the United States 
today, something like ten millions, at least, 
would starve to death in a very short time. 
Why? Because there isn't any work for them. 
They can't earn their bread in the sweat of 
their labor. They stand ready, hands idle, 
looking out over this vast country, asking for 
work, and there is no work for them. Shall 
they starve? President Roosevelt says that 
they shall not. 


This declaration that "who eats must work" 


is a relic of that age out of which we have 
definitely emerged—the age of constant scar- 
city. We are now in the age of definite abund- 
ance. In passing from scarcity to abundance 
we dropped millions of workers from the 
pay-rolls, but we did not take them out and 
shoot them as we do when horses and mules 
are no longer an economic factor. It is against 
the law to shoot human beings unless you 
first declare war and do it in a wholesale, 
systematic manner. 


Economists, statisticians, earnest and honest 


politicians, who have made a study of the 
causes of unemployment, know that it is per- 
manent and inescapable as long as the work 
has not been properly distributed. They 
know that a man can't eat when he has no 
purchasing power, and he has no purchasing 
power when he has no money. He has no 
money because he is denied the right to work. 


Solomon was talking to a people who labor- 


ed almost wholly with their hands. There 
was plenty of work for all. Certainly, an 
able-bodied man or woman should be denied 
the privilege of eating if they refuse to work. 
But when machines and power are doing the 
work, the products of the machines and of 
the power must be distributed to the people 
in the same manner as if the products had 
been laboriously fashioned by crude man- 
power. If this isn't done the civilization that 
we know is going to take a head-dive into 
chaos.

To all questions 
that I ask, there is a counter ques- 
tion: "You would defend your coun- 
try wouldn't you? If you wouldn't 
you certainly must be yellow!" 


Perhaps two complex questions 


horted his audience to a holy frenzy 
'to give up their sons even as Mary 
gave up Jesus to be crucified." 


I remember conducting a class of 


senior boys and girls to hear the 
Rev. Lowell Dwight Hillis speak at 
the Pasadena (Cal.) high school in 
May, 
1917. The full glory of Cali- 


fornia's roses adorned every tree and 
fence on that lovely May night. We 
heard the great divine talk, as 
though he had been an eye witness 
of the literally frightful atrocities of 
the Germans. The ears of those 
young people had never heard such 
language before. We rode home al- 
most speechless. 


Next day a plan was broached by 


those young boys to circulate a peti- 
tion to someone to enlist them so 
they might go at once to avenge 
these barbarities. I believed with 
every fibre of my being what had 
been told me. If I, an adult, was 
duped, what about them? These 
stories could go on endlessly with 
all of us. We were the victims of 
propaganda. Somebody in my pres- 
ence once said (I shall always re- 
member the phrase), "The first casu- 
alty in war is the slaughter of truth." 
Yes, and before a war, too. 


But back to the second question: 


In whose interest is this business of 
getting ready for another war? 


NAVIES AND NEWSPAPERS 
We are finding out that each time 


there are naval appropriations up, 
the newspapers run scare heads. A 
noted student, Professor Ralph Stin- 
son of the University of Vermont, 
has made long and careful study of 
the tie-up between munition inter- 
ests, newspapers, war scares and 
other war promoting agencies. He 
has an interesting monograph on his 
findings. There seems to be some 
pretty unholy aspects to this arms 
selling business. 


Documentary evidence exists of 


the international rings formed to in- 
tensify armament rivalries. They 
have no royalties or nationalities, 
they supply any and all comers with 
armaments, they bribe government 
officials, lie about military and naval 
programs of other nations, they own 
many newspapers, they have sent 
representatives to international con- 
ferences to hinder the cause of peace. 


A book by Beverly Nichols, "Cry

Susanna Roberts, 


Aged Pioneer, 


Dies at Azusa 


Covina valley pioneers were in- 


terested this week, and with regret 
to learn of the death of one of the 
oldest residents, Mrs. Susanna Rob- 
erts, who died last week Tuesday at 
the old family home at the mouth 
of San Gabriel canyon. She was 
ninety-three years old. 


The body of the venerable woman 


lay in state last Thursday at the 
White funeral home in Azusa. A 
Rosary service was held Thursday 
night, and high mass was said Sat- 
urday at the Catholic church, fol- 
lowed by interment 
in Oakdale 


cemetery. 


Born in 1841 at the place now 


known as the old San Gabriel mis- 
sion, Mrs. Roberts was the daughter 
of Don Vicente Milendrez, pioneer 
landowner in southeiu California 
under the old Spanish grants. She 
was married to Henry C. Roberts, 
noted writer, lawyer and miner who 
died in 1914, and soon afterwards 
moved to Azusa. For 70 years Mrs. 
Roberts had lived in the same house 
north of Azusa, and all of her chil- 
dren, v/ith the exception of the old- 
est son, were born there. 


Many landmarks in southern Cali- 


fornia bear the name of the Roberts 
family, including Roberts canyon 
north of Azusa. Mr. Roberts crossed 
the plains in 1849 during the gold 
rush, and later turned to hydraulic 
mining in the San Gabriel canyon. 
He was subsequently a lawyer, elec- 
tricity promoter and realtor, and 
built a fortune which was later lost 
in mining ventures, in Mexico.
